The explanation of this wou ld a p­

Germany 
and 
France arc each seeking to 
throw 
u pon the other tlie onu s of begin­ 
ning the war. 
In fact, while 
the 
nations of Eu rope are living at each 
other’s throats they are vicing with 
each other in protesting their desire 
to maintain peace, and they repu ­ 
diate the responsibility for plu nging 
the whu lc continent "into bloodshed.
